■ An MP finally talks some sense - better late than never! 
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"Our homoge¬ 
neous Anglo- 
Saxon society 
has been serious¬ 
ly undermined 
by the massive 
immigration that has taken place 
since the war.

An Arab Holocaust Museum in the West Bank town of Ramallah has 
offended the Zionist lobby in America, particularly as it is partially 
funded by the Ford Foundation.

Parents with 
children 
attending 
schools with 
large numbers 
of Asian pupils have been shak¬ 
en by the news that seven chil¬ 
dren and a teacher at Crown 
Hills Community College in 
Leicester have contracted tuber¬ 
culosis. A further 35 pupils are 
also feared to have caught the 
disease after a 13-year old pupil 
was diagnosed as carrying a 
highly infectious strain of the 
TB bacteria last August. Doctors 


are now warning that with new 
drug-resistant strains dominat¬ 
ing outbreaks, we will have little 
defence against a full-blown epi¬ 
demic. Some experts believe 
that the danger is so great that 
TB carriers should be locked 
away until they are no longer 
infectious. Since the vast major¬ 
ity are of Indian or Pakistani ori¬ 
gin, however, such a move 
would spark accusations of 
'racism', so the problem is likely 
to be brushed under the carpet 
until it is too late for more of our 
children. ■ 



Stock market crash 


■ World stock markets continue downward trend 

the value of their investments. 
Japan, which has already suf¬ 
fered from an economic slump 
lasting more than ten years, is in 
economic freefall once again, 
which will put more pressure on 
other Far Eastern, ex-‘Tiger’ 
economies as well.

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British: through 
and through! 

Our party is a British party. We ourselves are British, and proud of 
it! It should be only common sense then, to everyone who is in the 
British National Party who seriously wants to engage in real poli¬ 
tics, that we should wrap our party's rhetoric, image and policy, 
firmly around British foundations. However, there still exists in and 
around sensible nationalism a tiny minority of loudly spoken hob¬ 
byists, who feel that the party should become more 'hardline.' 


W hen quizzed as to how and the party should 
become more ’hardline,' these 'hardliners' imply in 
not so many words that the party should become 
more 'German.' Although that word is never used, 
that is what it boils down to. They usually claim that promot¬ 
ing a British based image is the "fluffy-bunny" image, or the 
"softly-softly-touchy-feely" image. There are two sides to pol¬ 
itics; one, our principles, and two, our policies. Our policies 
flow from our principles. Our policies can (and sometimes 
must) vary, but our principles never change. 

A good example 

Take the race and immigration issue, our principle is, bottom 
line, the restoration of an overwhelmingly white Britain. 
Whether it is the old policy of compulsory 
repatriation of everyone descended from the 
non-whites who arrived here after 1948, or 
the new more voter-friendly voluntary pro¬ 
posals, they both seek the same end - that of 
a white Britain - and thus both are in accor¬ 
dance with our principles. That being so, the 
decision as to which to employ lies solely in 
the field of practical politics. Put simply, the 
policy to adopt must be the one that has more 
chance of gaining mass support in the short¬ 
est time scale, the one that cannot be used by 
our very powerful opponents in the media to 
portray us as heartless brutes. Clearly the voluntary approach 
wins hands down, and is therefore more likely to help us to 
achieve our goal of an overwhelmingly white Britain. Thus, 

if that is a 'hardline' goal, then the advocates of the more 
'saleable' policy, voluntary repatriation, are the real 'hardlin¬ 
ers'! Hardline by doing what it takes to win power, instead of 
engaging in self-congratulatory ideologically 'pure' posing and 
remaining a powerless minority as a direct consequence. All 
too often, those calling for a more 'hardline' stance, do so 
because they are not interested in real politics. They adopt the 
most unelectable form, and this guarantees they are not elect¬ 
ed, but still allows them to moan and groan about how bad life 
in Britain is getting, while conveniently avoiding doing any¬ 
thing practical to combat it. To them, our sacred cause is noth¬ 
ing more than a hobby or a private club. 

Hypocrisy and stupidity 

1 have heard members of this hobbyist brigade praise the suc¬ 
cess of the Front National in France in building what was 
termed "a party of government", yet two minutes later call the 
BNP a "sell-out" party for concentrating on practical commu¬ 
nity politics rather than on wicked international conspiracies to 
control the world! As you'll see on page 7, we are still quite 
prepared to take a close look at the undemocratic antics of the 
One Worlders, but there's a huge difference between sober 


assessment of real facts and events, and the paranoid rantings 
of conspiracy cranks. Too many so-called patriots fall into this 
trap, very willingly sometimes, of focusing their minds on the 
issues most likely to help our enemies while ignoring problems 
that are closer to the people's hearts. Helping our enemies, I 
stress, by giving them exactly what they want! Our enemies 
don't want to have to struggle against a professional national¬ 
ist political party. They want people who are doing their best 
to stop themselves gaining public support, by wasting their 
time in extremist posturing or a fixation with sinister world 
conspiracies. 

A tiny minority 

and the so-called 'hardliners' are very useful to 
our enemies. That is why I detest them. When 
Jean-Marie Le Pen was successfully moulding 
the FN in the late seventies, he encountered 
fierce opposition from those 'hardliners' who 
clung to their 'pure' dogmas and declared that 
Le Pen was a 'sell-out.'

Back in the early 70s, the coal miners brought Edward Heath's Tory government to its knees. The humiliation was neither 
forgotten nor forgiven. In 1979, Margaret Thatcher set about making methodical plans to take and, and defeat, the min¬ 
ers - the 'enemy within'. As soon as these preparations - including the stockpiling of huge coal stocks at power stations 
and the further para-militarisation of the police • were complete, Thatcher & Co manoeuvred the miners into going on strike. 



A t the end of that bitter 
battle, Britain's coal 
industry - once one of 
the mainstays of our 
economic and hence political 
independence - lay in ruins. Not 
that this bothered the Tories, 
they had taken the revenge they 
wanted, and had broken the back 
of militant opposition to their 
project to remould Britain on 


free market lines. Also very 
happy were the Eurocrats, 
because the destruction of our 
coal industry was a major step 
forward in their long-term plan 
to make the economies of the 
once-free nations of Europe so 
interdependent that not only 
could they never again go to war 
against each other, but also 
could never break free from the 


EU. Nearly two decades later, in 
another epic "Who Rules 
Britain?" clash, the fuel protest¬ 
ers brought Tony Blair's New 
Labour government to its knees. 
The humiliation was neither for¬ 
gotten nor forgiven. Labour's 
back-room planners used the 60 
days' grace the protesters fool¬ 
ishly gave them to reorganise 
and head the protest off next 


time. This they did, but the sec¬ 
ond round of the fuel protest 
ended in an honourable draw, 
not humiliation for the protest¬ 
ers. 

Blockades 

Worse still for Blair & Co., the 
protesters clearly retained the 
ability to mount further crippling 
blockades in the future should 


they be forced to 
do so. Such a 
threat is clearly 
intolerable to a 
government with 
the totalitarian 
instincts of New 
Labour. And who 
were the protest¬ 
ers? Elauliers and 
farmers! People 
who would not 
only remain very 
angry over the 
continued fuel 
tax rip-off, but 
whose mass 
opposition to 
Labour's pro¬

Election - cancelled. The BNP 
believes that this is a conspiracy 
theory too far, and would far 
rather the Alliance had chosen to 
fight the Government over the 
socio-economic problems of 
rural Britain, rather than on a 
contentious single issue. But that 
is by the by. What matters at 
present is the way the 
Government's handling of the 
foot-and-mouth crisis bears all 
the hallmarks of an operation 
that they don't want to succeed. 
New Labour have found in foot- 
and-mouth the perfect, plausibly 
deniable, weapon to break the 
farmers and countryside protest¬ 
ers once and for all, and to put 
the boot into many independent 
hauliers at the same time. 

Europhiles 

Once again, as well, the 
Europhiles are lurking in the 
background. Far and away the 
most important aim of Blair's 
second term is to drag Britain 
into full economic and political 
union with the EU; the single 
currency is only the most sym¬ 
bolic part of the overall scheme. 
But there is now so much oppo¬ 
sition to this project that it will 
only be possible to force it 
through by essentially undemoc¬ 
ratic means, something which in 
turn will make extra-parliamen¬ 
tary pressure the most effective 
means of resistance.

effective popular protest if they 
want to. In addition, the 
Eurocrats want to crush Britain's 
livestock industry for exactly the 
same reason that they worked to 
close down our coal mines and 
steel mills: a country that cannot 
feed itself can no more assert its 
independence than a country that 
cannot produce key raw materi¬ 
als of manufacturing industry. 

Foreign influence 

It is widely rumoured that there 
was a meeting of EU 
Agricultural Ministers back in 
1998 at which it was decided 
that Britain should concentrate 
on arable production, with our 
livestock farms being phased 
out. The catastrophically mis¬ 
handled foot-and-mouth is cer¬ 
tainly taking us a long way down 
that road. The appearance of TV 


programmes such 
as the Government 
propaganda 
mouthpiece 
Panorama asking 
"Does Britain 
need a livestock 
industry" is fur¬ 
ther evidence that 
we are not on the 
road by accident. 
Meanwhile, the 
free trade addicts 
at the Ministry of 
Agriculture, 
Fisheries and 

Food have long 
believed that we 
can only compete in the coming 

world market free-for-all if the 
roughly quarter of a million 
farms still in existence today are 
merged into about 10,000 giant 
arable agri-businesses, and 

roughly the same number of 

livestock ranches. In order to 
achieve this, they have been dis¬ 
criminating against the smaller, 
traditional family farms for 
years, and have an early retire¬ 
ment scheme in place for farm¬ 
ers who sell up to their larger 
neighbours. It can't have escaped 
their attention that the current 
epidemic will speed up the 
whole process massively. 

Powerful alliance 

In short, there is an alliance of 
very powerful forces within the 
New Labour Establishment with 
a series of interlocking motives 
for seeing in foot-and-mouth an 
ideal opportunity to break 
Britain's livestock farmers. This 
undeniable fact forces any inde¬ 
pendent-minded observer to ask 
whether what has appeared to be 
the Government's criminally 
incompetent handling of the 
tragedy, is in fact something 
even more sinister. We may 
never know for certain, but one 
thing is already all too clear: Our 
current masters are either crimi¬ 
nal incompetents, or incompe¬ 
tent criminals. In a way it does¬ 
n't matter which, in either case 
Britain must get rid of them, or 
they will get rid of Britain!

• The Northumberland Report stressed that the key to beating 
future outbreaks was to impose nationwide restrictions on animal 
movements as soon as the virus was detected. So what did New 
Labour and MAFF do? Cover up the outbreak for weeks, if not 
months, at a time of year when EU regulations lead to a huge 
number of untraceable sheep movements all over the country. 




• The Northumberland Report made it clear that the containment 
by slaughter policy only works if infected animals are culled with¬ 
in 24 hours. So what did New Labour and MAFF do? Leave 
infected animals alive for up to seven days during the first cru¬ 
cial few weeks of the outbreak, while killing hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of perfectly healthy sheep. 

• It is known that the virus is very easily spread, including on 
clothes, shoes and car tyres. Although spores inside culled animals 
are probably killed by changes in muscle acidity shortly after 
death, those on the animals' muzzles, hooves and coats can live for 
several weeks. So what did New Labour and MAFF do? Leave 
the infected carcasses of slaughtered animals lying rotting in 
heaps in Fields to be picked over by foxes, rats and particular¬ 
ly carrion birds.

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INTERVIEW OF THE MONTH: 

DR JAMES LOCKWOOD 


James Lockwood is a recently retired vet and a new recruit to the British National Party. 
Since joining the party, Dr. Lockwood has become active in the Home Counties, with his 
local branch, attending meetings and local and national activities. 

a young child 
from his or her 
family and plant 
him into another, 
strange family 
without causing 
the utmost trau¬ 
ma. In some ways 
my experiences 
were typical of 
most evacuees. I 
was ignored and I 
had to be out of 
the house wander¬ 
ing the streets at 
nearly all times 
except for meals 
and when it was 
time to go to bed. 

My hosts wanted 
my ration book 
(they sold the 
sweets on the 
black market) but 
not me. However, 

I was not physi¬ 
cally beaten. 



Identity: Dr, Lockwood, we 
understand that you were an 
evacuee during the war. Can 
you tell us a little about that 
experience? 

Dr Lockwood: My father died of 
cancer in 1941, just two weeks 
after our family home in 
Streatham was bombed. My 
mother could not afford to repair 
it and, because she was con¬ 
cerned with my father, she failed 
to submit papers to the War 
Damage Commission within the 
allotted period. Consequently, 
the house was requisitioned by 
the local authority, who had such 
powers then, and we were evict¬ 
ed. (My mother got that house 
back in 1956). We were left des¬ 
titute. My mother went out to 
work as a post office telephonist 
and I was evacuated to 
Haslemere, Surrey in September 
1941 at the age of six. 

Identity: Did you find your time 
as an evacuee enjoyable or 
unpleasant, and would you say 
that your experience was typi¬ 
cal? 

Dr Lockwood: It was an 
extremely unpleasant experi¬ 
ence. It is not possible to pluck 


Identity: We hear that the BBC 
is advertising for former evac¬ 
uees who happen to be black, 
with a view to doing a pro¬ 
gramme on them. Did you ever 
come across evacuees from 
what was, at the time, a very 
tiny non-white population, or 
have you heard of any since? 

Dr Lockwood: I have never met 
or heard of a non-white evacuee. 
In September 1999, The 
Evacuees Reunion Association 
arranged a huge meeting of its 
members to commemorate the 
60th anniversary of the outbreak 
of World War II. Approximately 
6000 of us gathered on Horse 
Guards Parade and marched to 
Westminster Abbey. There was 
not a black face to be seen. 

Identity: Assuming the BBC 
find them and produces the all- 
too-predictable, "bullied and 
discriminated against because 
of their colour ” type of pro- 
gramme, what would your 
response to such a line be? 

Dr Lockwood: Apart from a few 
fortunate children, nearly all 
evacuees were ill treated or neg¬ 
lected, and that such treatment 


would have had nothing to do 
with their colour. 

Identity: When did you first 
come across the BNP, and why 
was it of interest to you? 

Dr Lockwood: I have vaguely 
known about BNP for a long 
time. I have been uneasy since 
the 1950s about the immigration 
into this country by people of 
alien cultures who cannot inte¬ 
grate, and who have no intention 
of integrating into the British 
way of life. I also always dis¬ 
liked the inclusion of Britain 
into the EEC and later the EU. 
The final straw for me came 
when I read in the newspaper 
that a Cambridge academic had 
been fined £100 for saying to a 
Kenyan, who was hogging the

newspapers in a public library, 
"Go back to your own country". 
I immediately found the BNP 
telephone number on the internet 
and applied to join the party. 

Identity: How would you 

describe or label your political 
views, and have they changed 
over the years? Were you born, 
or made into, a nationalist? 

Dr Lockwood: I think that I was 
bom a nationalist. I was, for 
many years, a member of the 
Conservative Party and a great 
admirer of Enoch Powell. I was 
in the Monday Club, which is at 
the right of the party, whose 
members generally hold similar 
views on immigration, the EU 
and crime to those espoused by 
the BNP. I came to realise, how¬ 
ever, that the Conservatives will 
do nothing about the pressing 
problems facing this country. 


Identity: We gather that you 
attended the South of England 
rally early this Spring, As a new 
recruit to the BNP, what 
impression did you get from the 
meeting? 

Dr Lockwood: It was marvel¬ 
lous. It was wonderful to mix 
with other people who think like 
I do and to know that I am by no 
means alone. I was walking on 
air for weeks after the rally. 
Being part of such a big event 
once in a while makes mundane 
activities such as leafleting more 
rewarding; one understands that 
one is part of a much bigger 
team. 

Identity: What you think are 
the biggest dangers Britain 
faces? 

Dr Lockwood: The EU. Large- 
scale immigration. Political cor¬ 
rectness. 

Identity: What do you think are 
the single best, and worst, 
changes in Britain since the 
time when you returned home 
after evacuation? 

Dr Lockwood: The single best 
change is the introduction of 
central heating into private 
homes. You cannot imagine 
what it used to be like to go to 
bed in a freezing cold bedroom 
in winter with a rubber hot water 
bottle, and then to get up in the 
morning in the cold. The single 
worst change is undoubtedly the 
imposition into our midst of 
large numbers of people of com¬ 
pletely alien cultures and cus¬ 
toms. I am pleased that the liv¬ 
ing standards have improved for 
ordinary people beyond all 
recognition from those that 
existed when I was young, but I 
am concerned about the decline 
in standards of behaviour. 
Examples of this can be seen all 
the time. For instance, it is prob¬ 
ably a little thing, but you would 
never see a cyclist riding on the 
pavement when I was young. 
People had more consideration 
for others. I hope that these 
small things can also be restored 
when we’re in a position to sort 
out the more obvious major ills 
afflicting our society.

TIME TO EXPOSE THE LIBERAL 

HUMBUG OVER DRUG USE! 


There has been much agitation 
recently by the liberal-left elite 
for the legalisation lor to use the 
liberal jargon ‘decriminalisation’) 
of cannabis - a soft, smokable 
drug. The liberal-left view on drugs, as 
with most things, is completely spurious and reflects their 
desire to ‘smash traditional society'. To help nationalists 
win the argument, let's look at the liberal lies and untruths 
and demolish them one by looking at the real facts. 


Lie No. 1: “Cannabis is not addictive” 


False: In 1996 a survey of 200 
cannabis users was carried out 
in Sydney, Australia, by the 
National Drug and Alcohol 
Research Centre. The survey 
found that 92 per cent of users 
were dependent on the drug 
and 40 per cent severely 


dependent. Back in Britain, 
research at the University of 
Newcastle indicates that the 
tetrahydrocannabinol in 
cannabis activates the same 
‘reward’ areas in the brain as 
cocaine, amphetamines and 
heroin. 


Lie No. 2: “Cannabis is less harmful than 
conventional cigarettes.” 


False. According to Professor 
John Henry of St Mary’s 
Hospital, London: “In smoked 
cannabis, the tars that cause 
lung cancer are far nastier than 
the ones in cigarettes. Not only 
does the cannabis cigarette 
have no filter, but it is smoked 


differently...with cannabis, it is 
drawn into the lungs and held 
there, giving the tars a greater 
chance to act.” The BMA says 
cannabis therefore leads to a 
much higher risk of heart dis¬ 
ease, bronchitis, emphysema 
and lung cancer. 


Lie No 3: “Cannabis has medical uses.” 


False. The BMA says: “It is 
unsuitable for medical use.” 
Cannabis is a dangerous cock¬ 
tail of over 400 compounds, 
including 60 chemical deriva¬ 
tives, which convert to over 
2,000 different chemicals 
when smoked. It is these 
chemical derivatives which 
liberals claim can give pain 
relief to people with illnesses 


such as MS or cancer. But 
Peter Cardy, Chief Executive 
of the Multiple Sclerosis 
Society, has warned of the 
“unpleasant side effects” suf¬ 
fered by some users. Doctors 
say that orally-administered 
delta-9-tetrahydrocannabinol 
may have use as a therapeutic 
drug, but smoking cannabis 
does not. 


Lie No. 4: “Cannabis smokers only put 
themselves at risk.” 


False. It is the most common 
drug, apart from alcohol, to be 
found in people involved in 
road accidents. A recent sur¬ 
vey by the US Government 
found a staggering ten per cent 
of drivers involved in fatal 


accidents tested positive for 
cannabis! Moreover, the nar¬ 
cotic effects of the drug last 
much longer than alcohol - up 
to twenty-four hours, with 
traces remaining in the body 
for a month. 


Lie No. 5: “Legalisation has worked in 
other countries.” 


False. The Netherlands is 
often touted as a ‘success’ 
story in allowing ‘controlled’ 
use of cannabis. In fact, many 
of Amsterdam’s coffee shops 
(which legally supply cannabis 
to youngsters) have been 
closed down, because they 
were supplied by organised 
criminal gangs or selling hard 
drugs such as heroin. Cannabis 
use has rocketed since the drug 
was legalised, leaving 
Amsterdam with 15,000 drug 
addicts, who are responsible 


for 15 per cent of crime. The 
Ministry of Justice in the 
Netherlands describes Ams¬ 
terdam as the ‘crime capital of 
Europe.’ In Alaska, USA, 
cannabis was legalised in 
1975. Drug use by 12-to-17- 
year-olds quickly doubled 
compared to other US states, 
and drug-related crime 
increased rather than 
decreased. In 1991 a petition 
by Alaskan citizens, particu- 
lary parents, succeeded in get¬ 
ting cannabis re-criminalised. 


Lie No. 6: “Cannabis is a safe drug.” 


False. Research by the 
University of Mississippi in 
the US indicates dramatic 
increase in head and neck can¬ 
cers, memory loss, and 
reduced fertility. Babies born 
to mothers who use cannabis 
are smaller and more prone to 
sleeplessness. The mental 
health pressure group SANE 


supports the view of most 
doctors that cannabis use can 
trigger schizophrenia and 
paranoid delusions. Over 50 
scientists at a 1992 sympo¬ 
sium in Paris concluded: 
“This drug adversely affects 
the central nervous system, 
the lungs, the immune and 
reproductive functions.” 


Lie No. 7: “Legalisation would reduce 
crime, by taking the profit out of drugs.” 


False. The experience of coun¬ 
tries where cannabis has been 
legalised is that dealers market 
their product as aggressively 
as any other industry. 
Lowering the price of cannabis 
has two effects: First, to allow 


more of the drug to be pur¬ 
chased by young people 
(including children) and sec¬ 
ond, to force dealers into the 
more lucrative hard drugs 
trade - and lead to a more out 
of control illegal drug industry. 


Lie No. 8: “We cannot win the war on 
drugs, so we may as well give up.” 


False. The same argument 
could be used about drink¬ 
driving, burglary, rape or mur¬ 
der, paedophilia and a horde of 
other crimes. Moreover, in the 
USA, the number of people 
admitting to drug use in the 
previous month fell from 25.4 
million in 1979 to 12 million 
in 1992, following a concerted 
campaign by the police, par¬ 


ents’ groups, teachers and anti¬ 
drugs workers. The most suc¬ 
cessful campaigns are those 
which take the tough ‘no 
means no’ approach, rather 
than ambiguous advice on how 
to use drugs ‘safely’. All the 
main parties in Britain are soft 
on drugs - there is one excep¬ 
tion however - the British 
National Party!

BUSINESS FOOD ISN'T AS GOOD FOR YOU 

Fruit and vegetables are not as good for us as they were 50 years ago, according to a scientific 
survey. It shows that industrial fanning techniques have reduced alarmingly the amount of essential 
minerals in the food we eat. 

The shock survey, by food nutritionist David Thomas, proves that there is up to 75% less calcium 
and 93% less copper in commercially-produced fruit and vegetables these days. Runner beans, 
which used to contain a significant amount of sodium - vital for healthy nerves and muscles - now 
have almost no traces at all. The levels of other important minerals such as iron, phosphorous, 
potassium and magnesium have also plummeted. The survey used data from The Composition of 
Foods, a comprehensive study of the content of all major foods dating back to 1940. 

The across-the-board reduction in essential minerals in food is the result of modem farming 
techniques that substitute artificial 
fertiliser for traditional mixed-farming 
husbandry. Professor Tim Lang, of 
the Centre for Food Policy at Thames 
Valley University, says that the 
results show a trend that needs to be 
exposed: “We are dying prematurely 
of coronary heart disease and cancer 
and we are being told to cut down on 
fat and eat more fruit and vegetables. 

But at the same time they are 
changing the content of what we are 
eating.” 



Within days of the out¬ 
break of the foot-and-

THE APPEASEMENT PROCESS: 
AN ANALYSIS OF BRITISH BETRAYAL! 


With an impending general election, the Government is eager to inject fresh impetus into the 
stalled Northern Ireland "peace process".

Republican gain 


T hey have sought to insu¬ 
late themselves and their 
disastrous policy from 
criticism, and the so- 
called Good Friday Agreement 
is beyond reproach. Those with 
the temerity to point out that it is 
designed to appease terrorists 
and to lever Ulster out of the UK 
are accused of "opposing peace". 
The Agreement makes alarming 
reading for those concerned with 
the maintenance of the Union. 

PC poison 

It also contains within it leftist 
social theories such as a version 
of human rights which positive¬ 
ly discriminates in favour of 
minorities at the expense of the 
democratic majority, and politi¬ 
cises the police force, emphasis¬ 
ing not its effectiveness but its 
ethnic composition. It also privi¬ 
leges those intent on demeaning 
and eventually destroying any 
evidence of British or Ulster cul¬ 
ture. In its attitude towards 
Ulster the government has legit¬ 
imised Republican terrorists by 
accepting their analysis of "the 
causes of conflict" which is in 
Gerry Adams words; "The 
British presence is the catalyst of 
armed struggle... the ingredients 
of armed struggle are inherent in 
the six county state". It equates a 
more peaceful Ulster with a 
diminution of its Britishness. 
Sinn Fein/IRA realise that there 
is no need to prosecute a full- 
scale war anymore. The mere 
threat of its murderous violence 


is enough and is part of a very 
successful strategy known as 
TUAS - the Tactical Use of 
Armed Struggle. A clear pattern 
has formed: Government state¬ 


ment, Republican intransigence, 
Government weakness, Repu¬ 
blican gain. 

Decommissioning 

An example of this is decommis¬ 
sioning. The Agreement’s terms 
stated unequivocally that para¬ 
military weapons had to be 
given up prior to talks. This has 
still not happened. The terms 
were continually watered down 
resulting in the ludicrous situa¬ 
tion of having the representa¬ 
tives of a fully armed terrorist 
organisation in executive posi¬ 
tions drawing salaries provided 
by the taxpayer! 


The Agreement provides 
Republicanism with various 
gains, particularly the release of 
prisoners. There are now virtual¬ 
ly no terrorists in 
prison aside from a 
few dissidents belong¬ 
ing to splinter groups. 
As well as the total 
lack of justice, the 
potential conse¬ 
quences of these prac¬ 
ticed killers being 
back on the streets 
need hardly be spelt 
out. The Patten 
Report into policing is 
destroying the RUC’s 
British identity. It also 
refuses to acknowl¬ 
edge that a major rea¬ 
son for the shortage of 
Catholic officers is 
not institutional preju¬ 
dice, but because the IRA targets 
them as ‘traitors.’ 

Cultural war 

Other targets in Sinn Fein’s ‘cul¬ 
tural war’ are also met under the 
Agreement. For example, the 
calls for "courtrooms to be free 
of symbols", oaths for public 
office to be changed and the 
Irish language to be promoted by 
the Department of Education. 
There is little in the Agreement 
to benefit Unionists. The asser¬ 
tion made by those who voted 
for it, that the Union is safe¬ 
guarded is at best insubstantial. 


The principle of consent is not 
clearly defined, stating that if in 
the future the people of the 
island of Ireland decide that they 
wish to have a United Ireland, 
both the London and Dublin 
governments will be obliged to 
give effect to that wish. 

No further “Britishness” 

The establishment of cross-bor¬ 
der bodies is another example of 
the problems facing those who 
wish to see the rights of 
Northern Ireland’s majority 
defended, as is the leaked state¬ 
ment made by the Irish Foreign 
Minister that "there should be no 
further evidence of Britishness 
in the governance of Northern

Ireland". There is, however, an 
alternative. The British 
Government could decide not to 
surrender to terrorism. They 
could remove the ambiguity of 
Ulster’s constitutional position 
by stating that it will remain part 
of Great Britain permanently, 
thus removing the incentive for 
republican recruitment and 
activity. They could implement a 
security strategy based on effec¬ 
tive intelligence, counter-insur¬ 
gency and ultimately defeat a 
contained and weakened threat. 

BNP: Tough on terrorists! 

Previous agreements could be 
terminated and the provisions 
therein be scrapped. A devolved 
non-sectarian assembly could be 
set up, denying office to anyone 
with links to paramilitary organ¬ 
isations that had not decommis¬ 
sioned all weapons and ceased 
military operations. This will 
only happen under a government 
that puts British interests first, a 
government that has a clear per¬ 
ception of justice, one that has a 
high regard for morality - a gov¬ 
ernment formed by the BNP!

L ooking at the “Producer’s 
Guidelines” promise to 
viewers the BBC proudly 
boast about, we find the 
following comments: “All BBC 
programmes and services should 
be open minded, fair and show a 
respect for truth. No significant 
strand of thought should go 
unreflected or under represented 
on the BBC.” “When portraying 
social groups, 
stereotypes 
should be avoid¬ 
ed.” “Audiences 
must be able to 
trust the integrity 
of BBC pro¬ 
grammes. They 
should be confi¬ 
dent that deci¬ 
sions are made 
only for good edi¬ 
torial reasons, not 
as a result of 
improper pres¬ 
sure, be it politi¬ 
cal, commercial 
or special interest. 

Accuracy? 

Now taking on board the above 
two paragraphs one might 
expect the BBC2 programme 
“Hate Crime” broadcast on the 
15th March to be an accurate 
reflection of the situation in 
modem day Britain. However, 
those of us naive enough to trust 
the BBC when it comes to mat¬ 


ters multiracial did not have to 
wait long for disappointment. 

Anti-white racism 

Within seconds of the opening 
captions, the African narrator, 
told us what we were in for, 
“Bermondsey, a street where 
white youths patrol at night and 
black people are afraid to walk.” 
Viewers then had to endure what 


amounted to nearly an hour of 
the most nauseating anti-white 
racism that even challenged the 
previous standards set by our 
state controlled broadcaster. Not 
once were white people ever 
afforded the status of victim, 
instead in every single incident 
they were portrayed as violent 
criminals.

A ccording to Paul Bivand 
in the October 2000 
issue of Working Brief. 
“Our widest measure of 
unemployment shows 4,433,300 
people who want to work.” In 
other words, almost four-and-a- 
half-times the official total 
admitted by the government! 

Tories to blame as well! 

And it isn’t just Labour who 
have presided over such disas¬ 
trous figures. In 1993, under the 
Tory government, the real figure 
peaked at over 6 million. With 
typical cynicism, The Labour 
Party in opposition complained 
bitterly about the number of 
times the Tory government 
changed the method of counting 
the unemployed - yet continued 
to use those very same methods 
once Tony Blair became Prime 
Minister. 

Fiddling the figures 

The main way the figures are 
fiddled is by counting only those 
who are claiming ‘Jobseeker’s 
Allowance’ - and successive 
governments have tightly 
squeezed the eligibility for this, 
whilst simultaneously ‘persuad¬ 
ing’ the jobless to claim other 
types of benefit which are not 
counted in the headline figure. 

Scandalous 

These include sickness and dis¬ 
ability benefits, which offer 
more income to the individual 
than straightforward unemploy¬ 
ment benefit. For this reason, 
there is has been a net move to 
sickness benefit from unemploy¬ 


ment benefits - between 
November 1998 and November 
1999, for example, 92,000 
claimants moved from 
Jobseeker’s Allowance to sick¬ 
ness benefits, while just 49,000 
went the other way. This alone 
represents a net loss of 43,000 
from the headline unemploy¬ 
ment total. 

A liberal lie 

Benefits for lone parents, bogus 
‘training schemes’ (New Deal, 
etc), early retirement, and recent

pilot schemes to pay school stu¬ 
dents to stay on to the sixth form 
also help to mask the real num¬ 
ber of people who would prefer 
to be in work. Faced with the 
true extent of slack in the labour 
market, the recent government 
propaganda about the UK “run¬ 
ning short of workers to support 
an ageing population” is nothing 
short of astonishing. Even the 
official number of unemployed 
is around one million, whilst the 
true figure, as we have seen, 
hovers around 4.5 million. 

British jobs for the 
British! 

Yet our masters are telling us 
that we must continue to import 
millions of Third World immi¬ 


grants to support the ‘lazy’ 
British population! In some 
Third World regions, literacy 
levels are as low as five per cent, 
the working-age population is 
overwhelmingly rural, house¬ 
hold computer-ownership virtu¬ 
ally zero, and English is spoken 
(if at all) only as a second or 
third language. Yet we are told 
that Britain, the country which 
invented the computer, desper¬ 
ately needs the ‘expertise’ of 
these immigrants because our 
own army of unemployed cannot 
be taught IT skills! 

Beleaguered 

The ‘forgotten army’ of unem¬ 
ployed has a deeper significance 
for the British National Party’s 
local election campaigns. In 
many local authorities, between 
a quarter and a third of the pop¬ 
ulation is out of work. These 
people are justifiably angry at 
the racist Lib-Lab-Con system 
which has left them on the scrap 
heap whilst importing cheaper 
labour from the global economy. 

Globalism 

We need to explain to them, 
patiently and with constant repe¬ 
tition, that globalism is directly 
responsible for their plight. 
Their anger must be turned into 
votes for nationalism rather than 
stay-at-home cynicism. And the 
next time you hear a bent (in 
every sense of the word) 
Lib/Lab/Con politician spouting 
about the ‘need’ for more bogus 
asylum seekers, remember the 
millions of native British people 
who would love to have a job. 


The delay of the General 
Election won't make a huge 
difference to the BNP's 
plans. We announced a full 
year ago that, in order to con¬ 
centrate on winnable council 
elections, we wouldn't be 
launching an old style suici¬ 
dal frontal assault in the teeth 
of the far bigger guns of the 
old parties. 

Sensible tactics 

We're sticking to that plan, 
despite attempts by oppo¬ 
nents and 'knockers' to por¬ 
tray this as a step away from 
the 'good old days'. Indeed it 
is, because they've involved 
decades of miniature re-runs 
of the Battle of the Somme! 
The old tale that they pro¬ 
duce floods of new members 
is, unfortunately, wishful 
thinking. The plain fact is 
that follow-ups who don't get 
a prompt personal visit hard¬ 
ly ever join up. Paying for 
dozens of extra seats in order 
to get more follow-ups than 
we can realistically cope 
with is crass stupidity. 
Anyone urging that course of 
action is, accordingly, either 
stupid or mischief-making. 

Hot spots 

But, that said, having already 
sorted out the 25 or so seats 
we need to fight for current 
organisational purposes, we 
are now in a position to use 
the extra month created by 
the foot-and-mouth crisis to 
do a little extra fine-tuning, 
without going 'over the top.' 
There are a number of seats 
in various parts of the coun¬ 
try where, for one reason or 
another, we need to fight an 
above-average campaign, or 
where it would be advanta¬ 
geous to us to stand but 
where the local unit is unable 
to do so without a bit of help. 

So , we have launched a one- 
month only fund-raising 
drive: The General Election 
Impact Fund.

■ Despite appalling weather, 
more than thirty members from the 
Leeds area attended a local branch 
meeting and heard no fewer than 
six excellent speakers! The Leeds 
organiser spoke about the 
Northern Rally. He was followed 
by Nick Cass who told us about 
several very innovative campaign¬ 
ing methods being tested in 
Dewsbury. Tony McDonnell then 
spoke, giving his usual inspira¬ 
tional best. Oldham organiser 
Mick Treacy described the police 
interrogation of the staff of the 
club where the party held its North 
of Britain Spring rally. Finally, 
Lancashire stalwart Chris Jackson 
gave a brilliant and highly amus¬ 
ing talk on the anti-British mass- 
media, and the role it plays in 
attacking the British National 
Party. 


■ Dewsbury BNP are getting a 
remarkably good response to a peti¬ 
tion against anti-white racist attacks 
in the town. The petition team have 
found that they can collect in excess 
of 300 signatures per session. In 
addition, they are equipped with a 
good quality portable tape recorder 
and have found a number of mem¬ 
bers of the public willing to talk 
about their experiences of anti-white 
racism and to have what they have to 
say recorded.

■ Oldham BNP scored a major vic¬ 
tory when their campaign against an 
application for planning permission 
for yet another mosque in the town 
resulted in complete victory for the 
white residents who opposed the 


proposal. Oldham activists spent 
hours recording traffic flows in the 
area, providing evidence as to its 
unsuitability for a mosque which 
was used to great effect by Mick 
Treacy when he spoke up for local 
residents at the planning meeting. 
The application was thrown out by 
an overwhelming majority, the suc¬ 
cessful BNP campaign got very good 
local press coverage, and a member 
of the public thanked the British 
National Party on local radio. The 
BNP is resisting the “Islamisation” 
of Britain! 

■ 30 members and supporters 

attended a meeting of Coventry 
BNP, addressed by Nick Griffin and 
Dr. Phil Edwards. The start of the 
meeting was briefly delayed while 
Dr. Edwards, in his capacity as BNP 
Press Officer, made a live appear¬ 


ance on Radio 4's 'Any Questions' 
programme. Coventry branch 
chairman Mark Matthews gave 
activity reports and introduced the 
speakers, who also included the 
party's prospective parliamentary 
candidate for Coventry North 
East, John Sheppard.

Whatever sector 
they can not control directly, 
they will do it indirectly through 
the purchase of influence and 
through cunning manipulation 
of ethnic and other minorities." 
"Our increasing population and 
voting strength will, in the near 
future, collide with the interests 
of the Jews in Alta California 
and for that matter in the other 
regions of Aztlan." 

American breakup 

Needless to say, the aggressive 
expansionism of racist Hispanic 
groups like La Raza also puts 
them on a collision course with 
blacks and whites in the South 
West USA. Small wonder that 
Thomas Chittum’s underground 
best-seller, Civil War II, predicts 
that the bloody break-up of the 
USA into mutually hostile ’eth¬ 
nostates' will begin in 
California.

WHAT IS HAPPENING 

IN FRANCE 

In 1997, the Front National, led by Jean-Marie Le Pen, was France's third largest party, terrifying 
the French establishment, who could see before their eyes a "far-right" surge to power taking 
place. In the last European elections, the FN was tipped to take20-25% of the vote. But then came 
a devastating internal split, which political commentators predicted would lead to the annihilation 
of the nationalist movement in the country's municipal elections, which were held last month. 


T The French Right is 
now divided into two 
factions: the Front 
National (FN) led by 
Jean-Marie Le Pen, and the 
newer Mouvement National 
Republicain (MNR) led by 
Bruno Megret. Megret, who 
orchestrated most of the success¬ 
ful campaigns of the FN from 
the late 80s onwards, was wide¬ 
ly tipped as the successor to Le 



Pen because of his outstanding 
political abilities. Jean-Marie 
Le Pen built the FN from noth¬ 
ing to a mainstream mass move¬ 
ment, but in recent years many 
in the movement reproached him 
over repeated PR gaffes and 
internal heavy-handedness. 
While it appeared that Le Pen 
would shortly stand down in 
favour of Megret, the wide-

spread concern over the older 
man's suitability was kept under 
control, but when Le Pen started 
to purge 'Megreists' from key 
positions, the tensions escalated 
and blew the old FN to pieces. 
Both parties did badly in the last 
European election, with the 
MNR picking up 3%, and the FN 
5%. In the run up to the latest 
French elections, British and 
French journalists alike predict¬ 
ed the demise of the fragmented 
French Right. The MNR - new 
on the scene and with the FN in 
the way - was expected to obtain 
extremely low votes and col¬ 
lapse as a result. 

The contenders 

The FN now only had one 
Mayor, Jaques Bompard, Mayor 
of Orange. Jean-Marie Le 
Chevaillier, Mayor of Toulon 
(FN elect) had left altogether, 
and Catherine Megret and 
Daniel Simonpieri, FN elected 
Mayors of Vitrolles and 
Marignane respectively, were 
now in the MNR. Only Jaques 
Bompard was expected to hang 
on to his position. The Front 
National , despite being larger 
than the MNR, put up lists in 
only 111 French towns, while 
the MNR stood in 400, more 
than the united FN managed last 
time! This reflected the MNR's 
claim that 60 per cent of the 
Front's organisers had left with 
Megret, which the FN countered 
by recycling media smears about 
the MNR having conned old 
ladies into signing their nomina¬ 
tion papers. All was in the bal¬ 
ance, and the stakes were high. 

The election 

Come polling day, the MNR 
pulled off some spectacular suc¬ 
cesses, getting Catherine Megret 
re-elected Mayor of Vitrolles 
with 45 per cent, and getting 
Daniel Simonpieri re-elected as 
Mayor of Marignane with 62 per 
cent of the vote. Passing the 5% 
barrier in all 95 French depart¬ 


ments, the MNR, in the words of 
Bruno Megret "have won the 
battle to implant ourselves at 
local level in every town in this 
country," The MNR obtained 
over 20 per cent in over 30 
French towns. The FN got 
Jaques Bompard re-elected in 
Orange with 60% of the vote, 
and also produced some excel¬ 
lent results. Despite their dis¬ 
unity, the nationalists did very 
well, all things considered. 



So what does the future hold? 
The big problem for the FN is 
that Le Pen is retiring after the 
next presidential election and 
has no credible successor. The 
MNR, ably led by Bruno 
Megret, a smooth political oper¬ 
ator and proven organiser, and 
clearly pulling ahead in the 
organisational stakes, is likely to 
mop up the remnants of the for¬ 
mer FN. Despite the existence of 
a handful of tiny fringe groups, 
this would restore the effective 
unity of the French nationalist 
movement and allow it once 
again to be as effective as possi¬ 
ble in struggle to save thousands 
of years of White European 
civilisation in France. The liber¬ 
al predictions about the demise 
of French nationalism were way 
off the mark!

DRAGONS AR€ ALIVG AND 
W€LL IN THG BRITISH ISLGS ! 


Dragons are alive and well in the British Isles! These fabulous beasts abound in scores 
of local legends and are one of the most commonly occurring of all heraldic animals. A 
red one appears on the national flag of Wales (Cymru) and there are statues of them all 
over our islands. In our folklore and mythology there are two types of dragon: the more 
ancient, long, sinuous worm (wyrms or orms), which had poisonous breath, and the 
more fanciful scaly, winged, flying variety which could also breath fire. 


T he latter first appeared in 
our folklore after the 
introduction of Chris¬ 
tianity and are possibly 
linked with Christian imagery of 
the Devil. Dragons had a dietary 
preference for young virgins and 
were often associated with being 
the guardians of a hoard of treas¬ 
ure; Smaug in Tolkien’s The 
Hobbit was based on such a 
myth. 

Ancient sources 

Dragons and dragon slayers go 
together in folklore and legend. 
Beowulf and Sigurd of 
Germanic sources, and St. 
George the patron Saint of 
England, are heroic slayers. So 
how would one kill these menac¬ 
ing beasts? Each had their own 
method, some using brute 
strength, others more cunning 
and magical, even humorous. 

Local tales 

There are scores of local tales 
such as the Lambton worm (Co. 
Durham) The dragon that lived 
in the village well ravaged the 
area but was enticed out of the 
well by Sir John Lambton who 
ingeniously created a suit of 
armour studded with spear 
heads. The serpent coiled him¬ 
self around the body of Sir John 
and thus sliced itself to pieces! 
The monster that lived in a bot¬ 
tomless pond called Knucker 
Hole in Lyminster (Sussex) dis¬ 
played the usual draconian 
appetite for female virgins. 

Poisoned pie 

The beast was dealt with by a 
local lad, Jim Pulk. He had no 
expensive weapons to use 
against the beast but he baked an 
enormous poisoned pie which he 
carted to the pond and lay in 
wait. The dragon soon emerged 
from the pond, consumed the pie 
and as he went into his death 
throws Jim decapitated him with 
his scythe and carried the head 
in triumph to his local inn. It was

there that, while taking a cele¬ 
bratory drink, he collapsed and 
died, apparently because he 
wiped his mouth with his hand 
on which were traces of poison. 
There remains to this day a 
tombstone in the local church 
marked as “The Slayer’s Stone”.

the beasts include chopping the 
worm in half (Shervage Wood, 
Somerset), choking with peat 
smoke (Linton, Borders) forcing 
the dragon to see its reflection 
(Penhesgyn, Anglesey) and even 
a handsome prince kissing the 
beast (Spindlestone Crags, 
Northumbria). 

No evidence 

No fossil or other zoological evi¬ 
dence has ever been uncovered 
to suggest dragons really exist¬ 
ed. There are several theories for 
the manifestation of legendary 
dragons. The most popular being 
that they are personifications of 
dark forces, the cause of many 
phenomena that could not readi¬ 
ly be explained by our ancestors; 
famine, disease, bad weather. 
The hero who slays the beast 
represents the triumph of good 
over evil, life recovering after 
pestilence, a good harvest after a 
bad period. 

Older than we think 

Some suggest that dragon leg¬ 
ends are much older and are 
relics of a solar myth, the beast 
representing the dark clouds 
which swallow the sun. 
Whatever the case, the hero who 
toils for others, who slays mon¬ 
sters, dries the tears of fair¬ 
haired damsels, and achieves 
success against the odds, is a 
being with whom we can all 
sympathise, and of whom we 
never weary of hearing. ■

THE SCORPION 

It would be difficult to 
overestimate the value 
of this excellent periodi¬ 
cal to anyone interested 
in society from a tradi¬ 
tional, as opposed to a 
modernistic, world view. 

P ublished annually as an 
English language publi¬ 
cation in Germany by 
Michael Walker, the magazine 
takes a theme; the current 
edition, for example, concen¬ 
trates on evolutionary theory 
and Darwinism, and contains 
many erudite views on evolu¬ 
tion. The previous edition 
concentrated on education in 
the widest sense, and when I 
passed it on to a colleague 
who holds a senior position in 
that field he expressed the 
view that Mr Walker was a 
genius, who in six short pages 
summed up my friends views 
on the subject after a lifetime 
spent in the field. The maga¬ 
zine is independent and is 
obviously a labour of love for 
its founder, besides being well 
produced and written. I can 
also commend the excellent 
book reviews which the maga¬ 
zine runs, often on subjects of 
great interest to the patrioti¬ 
cally aware individual. 
Combine this with thoughtful 
letters from readers across 
Europe, an opinion page 
where organisations can 
express their views, and you 
are left with what is undoubt¬ 
edly one of the best periodi¬ 
cals available on the tradi¬ 
tional patriotic scene.
